—“ Where ignorance is bliss twero folly 
to be wise” is an old saying with some 
sense ia it, probably in some circum­ 
stances but not always, for it is the ex­ 
perience of most people that ignorance 
causes much trouble. 
There have been

stances which came under our observa­ 
tion to illustrate this latter fact. 
We 
have frequently in our newspaper exper­ 
ience been requested by fathers

mothers and brothers not to mention in 
the papers the names of theirdear friends 
who had been so unfortunate as to be ad­ 
judged insane by the court; on account 
of what they consider the disgrace of the 
m isfortune. 
Cases of the sort have come 
to our experience of late. 
In one case a 
year or so since 
T h e T e l e g rap h secured 
the lasting enmity of an entire family be­ 
cause 
it published 
that 
part 
of the 
court proceedings wherein a person was 
adjudged insane. 
We can well under­ 
stand the sorrow mingled with a feeling 
that such a calamity as we speak of is 
much worse than death, but wbat we 
wish to say is that the idea that there is 
any sort of disgrace connected with a 
case of insanity grows out of sheer ignor 
ance, or a very foolish sentimentality. 
There can be no more feeling of disgrace 
among people of sense, or education, in 
the fact that a member of the family has 
become insane than there is in having a 
relative afflicted with the measles, or any 
other disease of the thousands that can 
not he avoided. 
All mental derange­ 
ments are as,much a disease as any sick­ 
ness that flesh is heir to; and mental ail­ 
ments are as liable to result from an acci­ 
dent as are any other of the many forms 
of disease. 
We write of this matter with 
as much parriculrfilty as we do for the 
reason that we are so frequently astonish­ 
ed at the ignorance displayed by people 
who should have more knowledge upon 
this subject. 
In this connection we may 
remark that there should be no foolish 
sentiment (as there is) against sending a 
friend to State asylums for the insane.

we refer, of such advanluges as can be 
had at our State asylums. 
Much might 
be said under this head, hut the sugges­ 
tions alone are enough.

the corrupt ju ry, with the tiger of the bar 
G rinnell, and w ith tho scoundrel of all scoun­ 
drels G ary, the m anager of the greatest ju ­ 
d iciary crime of our times. 
Our comrades, 
Spies, 
Parson, 
Schw ab, 
Fieldon, 
Lingg, 
Fischer and Engel, are to expiro on the gal­ 
lows, while Neobo must be doomed to death 
in a dungeon, and yet no man has the hardi­ 
hood to claim that any of these eight m ar­ 
tyrs threw the famous bomb on M ay 4, ISSfi.

Tin ; <• arc. iii>t. t/> deco rate bis wife pro ­ 
fusely with o rnaments, to eat o ff a brass 
plate, u:;d to be in a po sitio n to mak<* a 
great display when bia eldert 
so n is mar­ 
ried. 
As far as the wife’s jewelry 
is 
co ncerned, that is a matter o f religio us 
duty, the Hindo o religio n demanding 
that certain o rnaments must lx> wo rn bv 
married wo men, and the real wealth, if 
wealth it may be called, o f the native 
lando wner is his wife’s jewels, and what­ 
ever a husbandman can gain by his 
po p­ 
py culture he immediately invests in 
jewely, the same as the Yankee farmer 
places life mo ney In bo nd and mo rtgage. 
If the Indian farmer o n marrying canno t 
do any better in the way o f jewelry, lit* 
must give the bride he o btains lead o r­ 
naments. 
This keeps the religio us fo rm, 
hut the very first year lie has 
bo o n ener­ 
getic eno ugh to raise a go o d o pium cro p 
the lead jewelry gives place to silver o r 
go ld. 
On the marriage o f his o ldest ro n 
an Indian farmer will waste in a week’s 
jo llificatio n the entire savings o f years o f 
privatio n. 
“ It is a strange sight to see the Hindo o 
wo men at wo rk in the fields, gathering 
po ppy juice o r picking weeds, decked o ut 
with huge go ld rings, bracelets, anklets 
and chains, and wearing hut a single? 
sho rt pettico at and a gay co lo red wrap o f 
light texture. 
The wants o f the Indian 
raiar. as the farmer is called, are very 
few and simple. 
A thatched ro o f, co ver­ 
ing fo ur co nfined mud walls, shelters him, 
and,there are families who have lived fo r 
hundreds o f years, generatio n after gen­ 
eratio n, in the same ho vel like ho mo 
stead. 
The farmer’s suit o f every* drtv 
wo rking clo thes is a very scant clo th 
fastened abo ut his lo ins. 
His ‘dress up’ 
suit is a big co tto n sheet fo lded abo ut 
him. 
His entire family, fro m himself 
do wn to the smallest child he o wns, that 
is no t to o small to crawl abo ut amo ng 
the po ppy plants and kno w the difference 
between a weed and a po ppy, share in the 
to il o f Che field. 
The small children are 
clo thed just as they came into the wo rld, 
and appear co mfo rtable, no matter ho w 
ho t the sun shines o r ho w lo w the tem­ 
perature may fall—and in No vember, 
December, J anuary and February, when 
the bulk o f the field wo rk is do ne, the 
weather is quite co kl eno ugh fo r at least 
summer clo thing. 
“ These happy go lucky tillers o f the 
so il depend entirely o n the go vernment 
to keep them go ing year after year in the 
matter o f farming. 
Thus the go vern­ 
ment advances the po ppy seed that is to 
be so wn, lo ans the mo ney by which the 
land is irrigated and the bullo cks pur­ 
chased to carry o n the wo rk. The cul­ 
tivato r will no t till mo re o f his land than 
he can manage witho ut o ther help than 
his o wn immediate family, and, co nst 
quently. a patch leased to any o ne farmer 
that is*half an acre in extent is an excep­ 
tio nally large ho lding. Tho o ne-twentieth 
o f an acre, called a bigka, is the favo rite 
quantity o f land fo r a farmer to seed 
do wn with jHippies, but he will put in a 
tenth o r a sixth o n a pinch. 
There are 
unto ld advantages in the gro wing o f 
o pium ter extended enterprise, but tht 
raiat will no t expend the smallest Indian 
co in to acquire these advantages, and 
with it great gain, fo r the pro fit in o pium 
pro ductio n is large, o wing to the po licy 
o f tht* go vernment in paying large prices 
fo r the pro duct as a means o f precluding 
illicit traffic in it. 
• The farmers themselves have no direct 
interco urse with the go vernment. 
Each 
village o f o pium gro wers select so me 
native as their representative o r agent 
with » the autho rities, 
He is called the 
lam bardar. 
Itrirhis b u sin g to give-es­ 
timates'to the go vernment ugents as to 
the pro bable yield o f the farms Ik> repre­ 
sents, o n which khe lo am and 
may be based. 
He manages every tmns- 
actio n between the go vernment and the 
farmers, and fo r his services he gets a 


co mm » wo n o n a;i the o pium ho rafisr? to | 
lx> delivered to wliat are kno wn m the j 
weighing natio ns, po ints where the pro ­ 
duct o f certain districts ia carried by the 
gro we rs and turned o ver to the agents. 
••The o pium gathering begins in J anu­ 
ary o r February. 
The po ppy flo wers 
have then given way to the seed po ds, 
which are lanced in the afterno o n. 
The 
thick gum, the o pium, exudes fro m the 
cut made in the po d, and at daylight the 
next mo rning the entire family o f a 
raint are astir in the fields, scraping the 
o pium fro m the po ds, the incisio ns being 
carefully clo sed again, by rubbing the 
linger sharply up and do wn o n the cuts, 
which glues them. 
If carefully treated 
the jhkIs will expand liberally to six 
lancing*. 
The o pium is at first placed in 
brass vessels, and the dew that may ad­ 
here to it is drained o ff. 
Then it is 
kneaded like do ugh until it is at the 
pro per co nsistency, when it is packed in 
new ear them jars and is ready te be car­ 
ried to the weighing statio ns. 
“ The o rder to fetch in the year’s cro p 
o f o pium is generally given early In April, 
and that is the mo st interesting seaso n o f 
the year to the raiat and his family. Each 
farmer is no tified that o n a certain day he 
must be at the weighing statio n o f his 
district fo r the testing and weighing. An 
entire village, men, wo men and children, 
jo in in jo vo u ; pro cessio n when this no tice 
is received, and, laden with the jars o f 
o pium, start fo r the destinatio n. 
They 
travel o nly at night, as the heat o f the 
sun is so great at that seaso n o f the year 
that the jo urney wo uld Ik? unendurable. 
All day they lo unge in the gro ves and 
shady lanes, feasting and jo ingin vario us 
recreatio n*. 
These wayside camps o f the 
o pium villages nre picturesque sights to 
the traveler thro ugh these pro vinces. 
When a gro up arrive at the weighing 
statio n they are ranged in lo ng lines be­ 
fo re the examiner, who examines the 
o pium o f each o ne and marks the quality 
and weight o f each jar with a piece o f 
chalk o n the side o f the jar. 
The exam­ 
iners ore? experts, and can tell by the feel­ 
ing whether a sample o f o pium is adul­ 
terated, but they put it to chemical tests 
as well. 
After the o pium is all weighed 
anfl tested the different farmers receive 
the amo unt their yield entitles them 
to , less the go vernment advances, and the 
gay pro cessio n takes up its march fo r 
ho me. 
The o pium is fo rwarded to Cal­ 
cutta in Ixjxes kno wn as o pium chests, 
and the insidio us drug is ready to Ik* sent 
o n its missio n o f blessing to many and o f 
misery* to many mo re.” —New Yo rk » Sun.

plants so o n wither and die. 
The priso ner* have that flaccid fleshi­ 
ness which co mes fro m absence o f m o ve­ 
ment and stimulating activity; yet in co n­ 
tradictio n to the o pinio n prevailing in 
France that no man co uld stand so litary 
co nfinement fo r ten year* witho ut suc­ 
cumbing o r getting insane, it lias l>een 
fo und no t to lx? the case at Lo uvain.
